Dam permit 
ruling due

Delays in obtaining necessary reports may cost Lompoc its permit for a reservoir 
on Salsipuedes Creek, City Attorney Alan Davidson said today. 
The State Water Resources Control Board conducted a hearing on the cancellation 
of the permit on April 6 and a formal ruling on whether to grant an extension or to 
cancel the permit will be issued later this month, Davidson was told. 
The city obtained the permit in October, 1972 and asked the County Water Agency 
to make a study and update the Bureau of Reclamation’s records on the prospects for 
such a reservoir on the creek. 
The engineering firm of Bookman ana n.amonston was engaged to prepare the 
report, which was due last fall, but was held up because of a county study on cloud 
seeding. 
__ 
Last summer, Davidson said, the state board asked the city to give a time schedule 
on its Environmental Impact Report on the project but the city was unable to do so 
because it did not have the necessary information. 
As a result, the cancellation hearing was held in Sacramento. 
‘‘I briefed the board on what is going on with water in Santa Barbara County, the 
status of the report and why we need more time before we can proceed with the 
EIR,” Davidson said. 
“I was accorded a very courteous reception and four members of the board said 
they understood the problem, but pointed out that by law they are required to process 
permits in a reasonable period of time.” 
Davidson said that if the permit is extended, it will likely be until Jan. 1,1979, after 
the November, 1978 election when state water bonds will be voted upon. 
^ 
“For our EIR, we must consider whether we have state water as an alternative, 
Davidson said. ‘‘If we don’t have state water, the Salsipuedes project becomes ve^y 
important to us If we are canceled, I don’t think anyone can say that we are faced 
with an immediate disaster. We will lose the multiple hundreds of dollars we have 
spent on the application already, but it will be possible to file a new application at any 
time. It would do no good to do so immediately, however, since we would not have the 
necessary information.’’ Davidson concluded. 
Tentative tract map 
okayed for 38 homes

Lompoc’s temperance-colony origins 
stepped from the pages of history Mon­ 
day as potent a legal force as in the days 
when the anti-liquor philosophy ruled the 
Valley. 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam told the planning commission 
that the only covenant and restriction ex­ 
isting at this time on a proposed develop­ 
ment in the northwest portion of Lompoc 
is the following: ‘‘The express condition 
that malt, vinous, spirituous or other in­ 
toxicating liquors shall never be 
manufactured, sold or otherwise dis­ 
posed of on said land, as contained in the 
deed from F. Adams, recorded May 23. 
1888 in Book 22, Page 66, of deeds.” 
There never was any question about 
the current project in the works as for as 
violating the deed is concerned TTiirty- 
eight single family residences are 
proposed for a nine-acre parcel bounded 
by North and Oak Avenues and by O and 
R streets. 
The commission spent considerable 
time discussing the ramifications of half 
streets. As proposed, there will be half 
streets on O and R streets and full 
streets in Oak and North avenues. 
In the end. the commission with new 
commissioner Howard M. Whitaker on 
hand approved the tentative map. found 
that the development will have no 
significant impact on the environment 
and that it is consistent with the city’s 
general plan 
In other action, the commission ap­ 
proved a tentative map for a 47-home 
development south of Cypress Avenue 
and between R and U streets, but balked 
at the proposed method the developer 


had for achieving the proper grading 
conditions. The commission on the mo­ 
tion of Jean Jacoby rejected the 
developer's proposal to take earth from 
a parcel zoned for multiple family im­ 
mediately to the north of the single fami­ 
ly parcel and between that parcel and 
Williams Bros Shopping Center. Urban 
Planner Mike Kaufman told the commis­ 
sion the ‘‘borrow” of earth would leave a 
hole six feet deep over the entire multi­ 
ple family parcel. Lam told the commis­ 
sion there was no precedent for such an 
action. 
Kaufman said the developer proposed 
to “borrow” the earth to help out his 
single family parcel project and when 
the Flood Control and Water Conserva­ 
tion District and the Siil Conservation 
Service improve nearby Miguelito Chan­ 
nel. earth from that project can be ob­ 
tained to fill the hole on the multiple 
family project. 
Kaufman and Lam said the channel 
improvement could be as much as a 
year-and-a-half to two years away. In the 
meantime, the commissioners agreed, 
there would be a problem of safety fac­ 
tors in the area of the “hole” and other 
problems such as erosion and beautifica­ 
tion

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter will hold a news conference Fri­ 
day morning to unveil his anti-inflation 
program, the White House announced 
Monday. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell said the 
time of the news conference, which is ex­ 
pected to be nationally televised by all 
the major networks, has not yet been 
determined. 
The President also will take questions 
on other subjects during the session with 
reporters 
Powell said Carter wants to consult 
with members of Congress and labor and 
management representatives before out­ 
lining his package. 
The President has said repeatedly he 
will not propose wage or price controls 
to dampen inflation. But he is expected 
to seek voluntary restraints by industry 
and labor, and to institute anti-inflation 
measures within the government. 
French flying 
Moroccan troops 
to Zaire's aid

A Zairian cabinet minister said today 
French military planes airlifted Moroc­ 
can troops to Zaire to aid that nation’s 
fight against invaders from Angola. He 
also said Egypt had sent personnel to 
Zaire. 
The report by Mbunzze Nsomi 
Lebwanabi, Zaire’s minister of national 
orientation, contradicted official French 
statements that the French military 
transports carried only war materiel.

2nd Soviet trawler held 


BOSTON (UPI) - A second Soviet 
ship taken into custody for alleged viola­ 
tions of United States' offshore fishing 
regulations was escorted today into the 
Coast Guard base, across Boston Harbor 
from the famous USS Constitution. 
The 503-foot refrigerator-transport 
ship Antanas Sechkus. the high seas 
mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet off 
New England, came in under the escort 
of the Coast Guard cutter Reliance. 
Guardsmen aboard the transport ship 
were armed with 45-caliber pistols and 
automatic rifles 
On Monday, the 275-foot stern trawler 
Taras Shevchenko, seized Saturday on 
the direct orders of President Carter, 
was brought into the harbor. 
The famous frigate Constitution, now a 
waterfront attraction, established U S 


naval power in the early 1800s. stopping 
plundering of ships by the Barbary 
pirates and defending the nation in the 
war of 1812 against England. 
Coast Guard helicopters hovered 
overhead as the huge, rusty gray tran­ 
sport ship came into port. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell said 
Monday Carter ordered the trawler 
seized because of repeated violations of 
regulations for the nation’s 200-mile of­ 
fshore fishing zone 
“We’re not seeking confrontation with 
any nation, but we have a responsibility 
to protect our fisheries,” Powell said 
Prelim inary plans were for the 
refrigerator ship, which has a crew of 63, 
to be unloaded 
The Coast Guard 
emphasized the fish aboard, but not the 
ship itself, was considered seized. It was 


not determined whether civil or criminal 
charges will be filed against it. 


At a Coast Guard news conference 
following the docking of the Antanas 
Snechkus, it was revealed the fish seized 
included 1.696 metric tons of cod, 93 
metric tons of red fish of ocean perch 
and 16.02 metric tons of river herring. 
Cmdr Albert O Buechler. skipper of 
the Reliance, said he had recommended 
the ship be seized but Coast Guard head­ 
quarters in New York told him to seize 
the cargo instead. Lt. Peter Wolfe, a 
member of the boarding party, said 
there was little actual difference 
between seizing the ship and seizing the 
cargo. 
“In effect, it’s the same thing,” Wolfe 
said. “With that much cargo, you have to 
bring it into port.”

Lompoc Little Leaguers getting

The district attorney’s office, rather 
than the Welfare Department, should 
have to find funds to pay for living ex­ 
penses for four impecunious witnesses at 
an upcoming Santa Barbara murder 
trial, the Board of Supervisors decided 
Monday. 
Welfare Director Arthur Nelson es­ 
timated it would cost $500 to $600 a 
month from county general relief funds 
if his department had to foot the bill. He 
said he had been requested by the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office to provide such 
aid, and had made an administrative 
decision to do so, but said the board 
could request clarification. 
Clarification came when the board 
agreed with Nelson the four witnesses 
were not welfare clients and were non­ 
county residents. 
“It’s a court matter, and the district 
attorney’s problem,” declared Board 
Chairman Harrell Fletcher, who had 
placed the item on the board's agenda 
after getting a memorandum from 
Nelson about the case. 
The forthcoming tnal involves another 
transient. Bud Baker, charged with slay­ 
ing a Lompoc man, Jeffrey Brandon, 
who was murdered while on duty as a 
security guard at Santa Barbara Yacht 
Harbor. 
Supervisor Robert Kallman, who 
moved to have the expense show up in 
the district attorney’s budget, said the 
$200,000 general relief allocation for the 
current year had been pared down so 
drastically from the previous year it 
could not stand much more of a drain. 
Nelson also reported to the board he 
had moved to set up a $600 expenditure 


item to help provide housing for a 
welfare client — a disabled farm labor 
worker with wife and seven young 
children — who had been evicted from 
farm labor housing in an unspecified 
location. Catholic Welfare Bureau is also 
providing funding, he said. 
In a third matter involving a Welfare 
Department matter, the board filed a 
tetter from Nelson calling attention to 
staff and private social agency findings 
showing that many recipients of welfare 
assistance cannot meet the monthly 
costs of housing and food for their 
families due to impact of inflation. 
“There seems to be no solution to the 


problem," stated Nelson, as payments 
are made currently at “federal and state 
m a x im u m s .” He d ec la red 
one 
organization expected to ask for revenue 
sharing funds would like to set up a food 
bank. 
Supervisor Fletcher said his con­ 
stituents “aren’t interested in having the 
welfare clients move to the North Coun­ 
ty.” where rental boosts haven’t been so 
severe “We re interested in having a 
working population,” he said.

Lompoc loses appeal on 
trash truck site ruling 


The city of Lompoc lost its appeal 
Monday when it went to the Board erf 
Supervisors to try to get a reversal of a 
County Planning Commission decision 
allowing a rubbish firm to set up 
facilities in the city’s north gateway 
area 
The motion of Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund of Lompoc to deny the city’s ap­ 
peal in the case of Fred and Doris Black, 
of Suburban Rubbish Co . was approved 
unanimously. 
Hedlund said he found it “disturbing” 
that city officials had not submitted 
backup material for their appeal before 
Monday morning. He pointed out the 
Planning Commission had voted 7-3 to 
allow a conditional use permit for five 
years with a review at the end of one 


year, and required adequate screening 
from Highway I. 
The site involved is zoned highway 
commercial and single family residen­ 
tial and is on the west side of Highway 1 
north of the Lompoc-Casmalia Rd. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson, City 
Planning Commissioner Jean Jacoby, 
and City Development Director Jack 
Lam all testified the city was interested 
in eventually beautifying the north 
gateway area because it was in the city’s 
sphere of influence Low-density residen­ 
tial use is seen for the area, they said. 
But Board chairman Harrell Fletcher 
pointed out the area is far from attrac­ 
tive now. with the remnants of a dump, 
an auto wreckage yard and a defunct gas 
station in its midst. 
Water for Ken Adam park studied by city

The City of Lompoc today was study­ 
ing ways it could supply water to Ken 
Adam Park as cheaply as the county can 
get the job done by a private water com­ 
pany. 
City Public Works Department chief 
Barry Gustafson said he would have 
some definitive figures in about 30 days. 
He declined to comment on suggestions 
that the city might have to de-annex the 
property if the city cannot provide water 
as cheaply as Park Water Co. Park now 
serves Vandenberg Village and could 
serve the county park by running a line 
along Lompoc-Casmalia Road, from the 
location of the company storage tanks 
near the Village. 
County Public Works official Chuck 
Wagner said Park Water Co., has agreed 
to supply water to the park for a capital 
outlay by the county of about $32.000 
The need to obtain outside water came 
to the fore about a year and a half ago 
when the park well failed Park Ranger 


Sam Seward said there was a break in 
the well casing about 145 feet below 
ground, permitting sand to intrude into 
the supply. 
Seward has continued to use the well, 
but it is inadequate for the total needs 
which include fire protection and irriga­ 
tion in addition to drinking uses. 
County officials discussed the situation 
with city officials at the time of the in­ 
itial break in the casing, but failed to 
reach any conclusion, possibly because 
the city put a price tag on the service of 
$60.000 to $80.000. Gustafson said today 
that there never was a “ firm” figure for 
the city service. 
Time passed and suddenly came the 
word that the county had talked with 
Park Water Co officials That stirred a 
storm of protest from city quarters 
because the park is within the boun­ 
daries of the city by virtue of the annexa­ 
tion a few years ago of the Federal 
Correctional Institution. Rationale for 
»lie conclusion is simple the park was 


leased from the federal installation by 
carving out a chunk of the extreme 
northern edge of the sprawling prison 
facility. 
It was after that jurisdictional under­ 
standing that talk of de-annexing was 
heard. 
Asked about that aspect, Gustafson, 
said, “that’s not an engineering question 
and I haven’t discussed it with anyone ” 
The closest point of the present city 
lines is at Central Avenue and H Street 
A line would have to be run up H Street, 
or Highway 1 at that point past Lompoc 
Airport and thence to the park, a dis­ 
tance of about 7,000 feet 
Gustafson said it may be possible to 
supply other customers along the way 
and thus make the main line extension 
economically feasible for the city. Possi­ 
ble new customers, who are now using 
their own wells, are the airport, a drive- 
in theater and a nursery, Gustafson said 
Current considerations are for a 10- 
inch line to the airport, and an eight-inch 


line beyond that point to the park. The 
size of the line beyond the airport was 
dictated apparently by the determination 
of city officials to avoid any growth in­ 
ducing action A 10-inch line or larger, 
beyond the airport could be construed as 
including capacity for future develop­ 
ment on the north edge of the city. 
The official city of Lompoc, on the 
other hand is jealous of its prerogative to 
serve areas within its boundaries Last 
week on the motion of Ed Rodgers, the 
city water commission urged the city 
council “ to oppose any encroachment of 
any other water companies into city 
jurisdictions ” 
There is still another facet of the issue 
The concurrence of the Public Utilities 
Commission is necessary for one water 
entity to serve customers in another 
jurisdiction. And the intruding entity 
would have to have the express consent 
of the invaded entity before the cross 
boundary service could be implemented, 
according to authorities

Parity 
plea axes 
pay hike 


The Board of Supervisors 
abandoned proposals Monday to 
boost salaries of the clerk- 
administrator and assistant 
cierk-administrator of Santa 
Barbara-Goleta M unicipal 
Court in the face of protests 
from Santa Maria Municipal 
Judge Jon 
Gudmunds and 
North County supervisors that 
the Santa Maria and Lompoc 
m u n ic ip a l co u rt c le rk s 
deserved salary parity with the 
Santa Barbara court clerks. 
Recommendations which had 
been placed before the super­ 
visors by the administrative of­ 
fice contained no pay boosts for 
the Santa Maria and Lompoc 
head clerks and assistants. 
Salaries of the Santa Barbara- 
Goleta court clerks were 
recommended to be upped 74 
per cent in legislation to go 
before the State Legislature. 
However, the board, in voting 
4-1 to leave the clerk’s salary 
levels as they are, took action 
to insure that the general 3 per 
cent pay raise granted to 
county employes last year be 
maintained by personnel in the 
courts 
Judge Gudmunds said Santa 
Maria court clerks deserved to 
continue on parity with the 
Santa Barbara personnel. They 
have to have the same expertise 
to manage staffs — even though 
staffs be smaller — tfcan the 
Santa Barbara clerks, he main­ 
tained 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund 
said he couldn’t approve boosts 
only for the Santa Barbara- 
Goieta court clerks and not for 
these in Santa Maria and Lom­ 
poc In fact, he said, the Lom­ 
poc clerks are below the pay 
level of those in Santa Maria 
and there should be parity in 
that respect 
Hedlund voted against the 
move to drop the matter com­ 
pletely. contending Lompoc 
clerks should be moved to a 
higher level, regardless 
He 
maintained “ in our court the 
working strain is twice that of 
the others." due to cramped 
space and other inadequacies

GAO says job plan 
lacks effectiveness 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian-supported 
Palestinian 
guerrillas stepped up their military operations in south Lebanon to­ 
day and dislodged Christian forces from a second village near the 
Israeli border, reports from the region said. 
The guerrilla advances continued “with Syrian encouragement 
and the active support and participation of pro-Syrian Saiqa 
guerrilla forces,” the reports said. 
There was no immediate comment on the reports from right- 
wing Christian officials. 
The Palestinians preceded their attack on the village of Deir 
Mimas, two miles from the Israeli border, with a massive artillery 
and m ortar barrage from their positions around Nabatiyeh, the 
reports said. 
Palesinian forces and Lebanese leftist militiamen last week 
launched a similar attack and occupied the rightist-held town of 
Khiam. three miles from the Israeli border.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Creation of a separate Cabinet- 
level department of education, 
supported by Jim m y Carter in 
his campaign, is “an option that 
remains open,” says C arter’s 
new U.S. Commissioner of 
Education. 
But for now. Ernest Boyer in­ 
tends to reorganize the existing 
Office of Education in the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare. 
Boyer. 23rd commissioner in 
the 110-year history of the 
agency, held his first news con­ 
ference Monday and said he 
aimed to reorganize the Office 
of Education as it is. not as it 
could be outside HEW 
C arter nominated the former 
chancellor of the State Univer­ 
sity of New York to the $47,500- 
a-year job Boyer was sworn 
into office April 1. 
During the presidential cam ­ 
paign. Carter told the National 
Education Association and the 
Democratic platform commit­ 
tee he favored a Cabinet-level 
departm ent of education to 
provide “ a stronger voice for 
education at the federal level ” 
Boyer said his own restruc­ 
turing of the Office of Educa­ 
tion "in no way conflicts, 
supersedes or undermines” the 
possibility of later making it a 
separate agency. 
That is “ an option that re­ 
mains open,” Boyer said in 
response to questions 
He said the reorganization 
was effective immediately and 
would be completed by May 15. 


HEW S e c r e ta ry Jo se p h 
Califano Jr. commended Boyer 
for “ sweeping away the clutter 
that has confused policy direc­ 
tion and management in the Of­ 
fice of Education for too long." 
C a lifa n o sa id B oyer had 
reduced the number of staff 
members reporting directly to 
the commissioner from 28 to 
seven 


Boyer also defended the ad­ 
m in istratio n 's choice of a 
Republican school superintend­ 
ent to the number two post in 
the Office of Education. 


State mental 
hospital medics 
get strike ok 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Union of American Physi­ 
cians Board of Directors has 
granted strike sanction to an af­ 
filiate representing doctors 
working in the state's mental 
hospitals. 
Dr Sanford A Marcus, the 
union s president, said Monday 
the California State Employed 
Physicians Association is in­ 
volved in a dispute with ad­ 
m inistrators over the deter­ 
mination of patient care. 
The association, according to 
the union president, is in the 
process of choosing which of 
three job actions to take against 
the administration 
One. Marcus explained, in­ 
volved the cessation of all non­ 
emergency care The second is 
a refusal of all doctors to 
process paperwork, and the 
third is a permanent injunction 
against the state s system to 
prevent laymen from controll­ 
ing patient care, he said. 


Travelers from the south said right-wing forces were retaliating 
by bombarding Palestinian guerrilla positions. 
The battles overnight and early today were marked by heavy 
shelling exchanges, the reports said, despite an earlier Syrian- 
Palestinian agreement to halt fighting in south Lebanon. 
A Lebanese reporter in Hasbaya, a leftist-held town on the 
southeastern Lebanese battlefront, said the shelling was the worst 
since Lebanon’s civil war began almost two years ago. 
Israeli-backed Christian rightists based in the strategic cros­ 
sroads town of Marjayoun shelled leftists and Palestinian guerrilla 
positions in Hasbaya, Khiam and Taybe, only a few miles from 
Israel’s northern frontier. 
Palestinian guerrilla chief Yasser Arafat called a halt to his 
forces' advances in the south Sunday after talks with Syrian Presi­ 
dent Hafez Assad. But a Palestinian spokesman said the guerrillas 
still were fighting “to answer the rightist guns.” 


$3 minimum wage, 
35-hour week eyed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A measure increasing the 
minimum wage from $2.50 to $3 an hour, requiring dou­ 
ble pay for overtime, and establishing a 35-hour 
workweek was introduced Monday in the Senate. 
Under the bill (SB902) by Sen. Bill Greene, D-Los 
Angeles, all work exceeding 35 hours each week would 
be considered overtime. 
In addition, persons violating the law would face 
criminal penalties and workers would be allowed to 
sue to recover wages owed them. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
public service job program 
President Carter wants to in­ 
crease hasn't reduced unem­ 
ployment very much and has 
helped relatively few persons 
find perm anent jobs m the 
private sector, according to a 
report by the General Account­ 
ing Office 
GAO. an investigative arm of 
C ongress, also said som e 
Americans have held federally 
financed public service jobs 
since 1971 or 1972 even though 
the present public service 
employment program, in which 
the federal governm ent fi­ 
nances jobs in state and local 
governm ents and non-profit 
organizations, started with a 
1973 act of Congress 
Some individuals, however, 
were transferred into it from an 
earlier, similar program. GAO 
said in a report circulating on 
Capitol Hill this week 
The report said some people 
have been "federally suppor­ 
ted” this way since 1971 or 1972. 
but didn’t say in what part of 
the country this has occurred 
As part of his econom ic 
recovery plan. C arter plans to 
increase the program from its 
recent 300.000 jobs to 600.000 
this year and 725.000 next 
GAO noted the $5 billion spent 
on public service jobs in the last 


two years hasn't had much ef­ 
fect on the unemployment rate, 
partly because some localities 
used the money to fill — at 
federal expense — jobs they 
would have maintained anyway 
at local expense 
It said “relatively few” of the 
individuals involved have found 
other jobs not supported by 
federal funds In many cases 
there is no training aside from 
the job experience, the report 
said, and many areas make no 
effort to move individuals into 
non-subsidized jobs. 
It said some participants 
were from families in which 
another person was the princi­ 
pal wage earner and some were 
from families with “substan­ 
tial" incomes 
GAO said one local official 
told it. in GAO’s words, “Some 
of th ese ind iv id u als have 
become complacent and are not 
really looking for another job.” 
That official was taking steps to 
change the situation, the report 
said. 
Congress recently changed 
the law to target more of the 
jobs at the long-term unem­ 
ployed and those with low- 
incom e backgrounds 
GAO 
quoted the Labor Department 
as saying many of its stream ­ 
lining recommendations are be­

court has cleared the way for 
Texas millionaire Sandra Ilene 
West to be buried in her 
Ferrari, ordei ing the expensive 
Italian sports car shipped to 
Texas and prepared for her 
body. 
Overruling 
objections 
by 
some relatives that the burial 
will expose them to ridicule. 
Superior Court Commissioner 
Franklin Dana said Mrs. West, 
who died more than a month 
ago at the age of 36. "has been 
laying around long enough ” 
"My main concern is to see 
that this poor lady is buried as 
soon as possible.” he said, 
noting that the burial decision 
does not mean he is taking sides 
in a conflict between two wills 
left bv Mrs West 
One will contains the unusual 
burial request, and the other 
does not. 
In a handwritten will dated 
1972 Mrs. West asked to be 
buried in the West family plot 
at the cemetery in San Antonio 
Tex., "next to my husband in 
my lace nightgown ... in my 
Ferrari with the seat slanted 
comfortably " 


Mrs West, widow of oilman 
Ike West, left an estate es­ 
timated at $2.8 million 
Dana said her burial request 
was “unusual, but not illegal” 
and "her instructions should be 
carried out." 
"I know of no law either here 
or in Texas forbidding this type 
of burial." he said. 
He ordered the car shipped to 
Texas and prepared for burial, 
at an estimated cost of $17,000 
but ruled that the sports car be 
enclosed "in a wooden crate to 
preserve human dignity." 
The body was temporarily en­ 
tombed in San Antonio during 
the legal struggle. 
Although Ferraris cost more 
than $20,000. the baby blue one 
Mrs. West specified — she had 
three — was not repaired after 
an accident three years ago and 
currently is in a garage under 
s e a l of th e p u b lic a d ­ 
m inistrator’s office, which es­ 
tim ates its worth at about 
$1,000 
Dana gave relatives contest­ 
ing the burial — her mother, 
four stepsisters and a step­ 
brother — five days to notify 
the public administrator if they 
intend to appeal his ruling 


New trial 
asked for 
Corona 


SALINAS (UPI) - Conflict­ 
ing testimony was heard Mon­ 
day on the mental state of Juan 
Corona following his arrest six 
years ago for the ax slayings 
of 25 itinerant farm workers 
found buried in shallow graves 
near Yuba City. 
The testimony occurred at a 
fact-finding hearing in Mon­ 
terey County Superior Court. It 
was requested by Corona’s new 
attorneys, who are asking for a 
new trial on grounds that 
C orona’s form er attorney, 
Richard Hawk, mishandled his 
case in 1971. 
Hawk, who wrote a book 
about the sensational case, was 
to testify today before retired 
Superior Court Judge Louis 
DeMatteis, who will evaluate 
the evidence and m ake a 
recommendation to the District 
Court of Appeal The hearing is 
expected to last another two or 
three days. 
Corona’s new attorneys argue 
that one reason for a new trial 
is that Hawk didn’t use a 
defense of mental incapacity 
and opposed psychiatric tests of 
his client, who is now in Soledad 
State Prison. 
Dr. Ralph Prout. a medical 
ad m in istrato r at V acaville 
State Hospital, testified that 
Hawk told him he didn't want 
Corona. 43, to undergo any psy­ 
c h ia tric or psychological 
evaluations while at the prison 
medical facility. 
" I certain ly would have 
called in a psychiatrist for con­ 
su ltatio n had I not been 
specifically precluded from do­ 
ing so by Mr. Hawk.” said 
Prout. 
Corona's attorney. Michael 
Mendelsen. asked whether psy­ 
chiatric evaluation would have 
been beneficial and P rout 
replied: “ I think it would cer­ 
tainly have been beneficial for 
the record.” 
A nother w itn ess, 
S arah 
Hutchison, a psychologist with 
the D epartm ent of Applied 
Behavior Sciences at UC Davis, 
said she conducted psychologi­ 
cal tests on Corona while he 
was still in his jail cell at Yuba 
City 
She said the results were that 
Corona was suffering from 
“delusions throughout the tes­ 
ting ”

Dr. Thomas Leavenworth, a 
physician in Sutter County 
General Hospital, testified that 
he treated Corona for a heart 
condition in prison in 1971 and 
saw no evidence of delusions or 
hallucinations. 


He did testify, however, that 
Corona was given up to 1400 
milligrams of a drug called 
thorazine, which is used as a 
calming agent in psychotic 
patients. This was done, he 
said, because a psychiatrist 
w ith w hom he c o n fe rre d 
thought Corona was in “an ear­ 
ly psychotic state.” 


Prout said the thorazine was 
discontinued “as soon as it was 
safe to do so." after Corona was 
transferred to Vacaville

trovsky-Cohen. Judicial sources 
said the prosecutor would 
prepare the charges against her 
within the next two days 
Mrs. Rabin. 49, the mother of 
two grown children, could on 
conviction be sentenced to a 
maximum of three years in 
prison and be ordered to pay a 
maximum fine of about $54,000 
— three tim es the amount of 
$18,000 that was in the illegal 
bank account. 
The law stip u la te s th a t 
Israelis who open bank ac­ 
counts while living abroad must 
close them within six months 
a fte r th e ir re tu rn to the 
country The Rabins returned 
from Washington in 1973. 
Israel’s attorney general, 
meanwhile, ruled that Rabin 
cannot step down as prime 
minister. It said he is legally 
responsible for the leadership 
of Israel and must remain in 
office until after next months’ 
elections 
Attorney 
General 
Aharon 
Barak said in a legal opinion 
presented to the cabinet that 
Rabin cannot step down. There 
is no precedent in Israel for the 
resignation of a ca re ta k e r 
prime minister 
Defense M inister Shimon 
Peres, who replaced Rabin as 
the Labor party’s candidate for 
prime minister, was to have 
begun his campaign today with 
a visit to the Israeli-Lebanese 
frontier, but the trip was 
canceled because of poor 
weather. 
Peres' election bid received a 
boost Monday when a dovish 
party backed down on its threat 
to withdraw from the Labor-led 
coalition 


Following disclosure of the 
bank account. Rabin withdrew 
as candidate for prime minister 
in the May 17 elections and said 
he wanted to step down as head 
of his caretaker government 
However, his spokesman said 
Rabin is “ not at all retiring 
from politics’ and will run for 
election as a member of parlia­ 
ment. 


A legal opinion on Rabin's 
status as a transitional prime 
minister was presented to the 
cabinet by Attorney General 
Aharon Barak who said the 55- 
year-old former armed forces 
chief of staff cannot leave of­ 
fice 
“ He cannot step down and he 


cannot tu rn over re sp o n ­ 
sibility," Rabin’s spokesman 
said "Even if he takes a leave 
of absence, he still has to carry 
responsibility for the govern­ 
m ent.” 
N ew spaper re p o rts said 
Peres was displeased with 
Barak’s legal opinion because 
he would prefer to be interim 
prime minister. 


Labor’s dovish partner, the

WASHINGTON (UPI ) - The 
White House, although involved 
in disputes over arm s reduc­ 
tions and fishing limits with the 
Soviet Union, is not seeking a 
confrontation with any nation. 
P re s id e n t C a r te r 's c h ie f 
spokesman says. 
And W hite H ouse P re ss 
Secretary Jody Powell said 
Monday there was no connec­ 
tion between the fisheries dis­ 
pute this week and the stalled 
arm s talks. 
Carter, reassessing the nu­ 
clear arm s limitation proposals 
in light of Soviet objections, ex­ 
pected a further explanation to­ 
day from Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin — a meeting 
Powell said was scheduled by 
"m utual agreement ” 
White House aides said there 
was a possibility the question of 
Soviet traw lers violating U S 


fishing limits will be addressed, 
but they indicated that subject 
was not the main reason for the 
meeting. 
Dobrynin saw Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance Thursday 
and later C arter announced 
he’d received “encouraging" 
messages from Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev since the 
breakdown of the arm s talks in 
Moscow. 
If a second look at U S arms 
reduction proposals shows 
them to be unfair to the Rus­ 
sians. he would be “very eager 
to change” them. Carter says 
C arter’s personal order to 
seize a Soviet traw ler off Mas­ 
sachusetts Saturday night was 
done because he'd simply run 
out of patience over repeated 
violations of U S 
fisheries

Carter. Powell added, "feels

We often wonder why we never hear 
from friends who did not “make it

H ow ever, we know that the 
m aterial conveniences will im ­ 
prove The ideological concepts will 
change We want to continue being 
part of making some of the changes 
It is for our own self-respect that we 
participate 
We live with an un­ 
quenchable faith that old as we are. 
we can still make a valuable con­ 
tribution Those who are troubled or 
in need have a right to claim our 
support 
Age. indeed, has dimmed our 
evesight But there are people who 
cannot see at all Our steps are now 


slower and halting. But there are 
people who can't walk at all. The 
aches and pains come and go with 
the rains and the cold But there are 
people who did not survive the il­ 
lnesses which brought on the pains. 
The pills we take are convenient to

NEW YORK (UPI) — Sal Bando says, sure, he’ll talk about baseball 
salaries, why not. and he’ll give you the side he knows best, the ballplayers 
side 
Bando was one of the 25 who became free agentr at the end of last season. He 
had been with the A s 10 years, had done well with them, contributing substan­ 
tially to their five division titles and three world championships, and then 
signed a multiple-year contract with the Brewers last November for a sum in 
excess of 81 million. 
He is aware many people now feel ballplayers are overpaid, in some cases 
outrageously so. 
“ What makes it look outrageous is that we went from practically nothing to 
something.” says Bando. “ Had the increases been given gradually, there 
wouldn’t have been all this feeling we're so overpaid I sometimes wonder what 
yardstick is being used by those who claim player salaries are too high Who's 
to say what is high or low? The market value dictates what a person is worth 
It s that way in all industries That's America, isn’t it?” 
When Bando signed with the Brewers six months ago. he didn't run right (»it 
and buy himself a new six-figure home, a fancy new automobile or even a new 
tv set The first thing he did was go to church 
“ My wife. Sandra, and I went there to thank God for the rewards and for the 
good health we were blessed with.” says the 33-year-old slugger-third 
baseman. “ We had no feeling of celebration. We felt very humble." 
Two clubs offered Bando more money than Milwaukee did. but he prefered to 
sign with the Brewers anyway. 
“The people in the Milwaukee organization were the main reason I signed 
with them ." Bando says “ I don’t believe you can be happy with money alone 
It certainly wasn't the big reason for my decision to sign with the Brewers As 
a ballplayer, naturally you look to be rewarded for your efforts financially, but 
having a good relationship with the owner, someone who recognizes that 
ballplayers are human beings, too. is more important than money 
In that regard, the Brewers' owners. Ed Fitzgerald and Bud Selig as well as 


General Manager Jim Baumer and field manager Alex Grammas, are as happy 
with Sal Bando as he is with them. 
“We couldn t possibly ask for a finer individual." says Selig “ We consider 
ourselves fortunate to have a person like him ” 
Bando's concern about the people he'd be playing for goes back to his 
baseball beginning when Charlie Finley signed him coming out of Arizona 
State 
“The first few years. Charlie Finley was outstanding." says Bando “Then he 
changed 1 don't know what the reason was, but he didn't respect the players. 
He always held what you would say was a hammer over the players’ heads and 
would never give an inch He felt he owned you. lock, stock and barrel. He was 
the last word at all times I honestly can’t feel sorry for him over losing all the 
players he did in the free agent draft. He made his own bed ” 
Sal Bando has one of those easy-going natures He is slow to anger and 
doesn't nurse grudges When he first joined the Brewers, he was asked whether 
it was an emotional wrench for him to leave a winning club he had been with so 
long, and he said. “ Was it difficult leaving the Titanic?" 
He and Charlie Finley had a number of disagreements but time has a way of 
healing many things, and Bando now speaks about his former boss without any 
noticeable resentment. By the same token. Finley shows no ill will toward 
Bando 
Maybe you remember how Finley was so upset with Bando over some 
remarks he made before an arbitration proceeding two years ago. he took away 
his captaincy of the A s Shortly thereafter Finley had a change of heart and

Preliminary reports linked the deaths to viral 
pneumonia but officials were still puzzled by the 
case 
'it's unusual for a viral disease to have such a 
high fatality rate, with three of nine dying so 
quicklv.” said New York City Deputy Medical 


Examiner Michael Baden. 
B ecause of last year’s experience with 
Philadelphia's Legionnaire’s Disease, Baden 
said his office was running toxicological tests to 
look into any possible chemical cause. 
Baden said there are indications the illness 
could be contagious, but he added the ailment 
seemed to be confined to the guardian care 
home. 
Officials said the six remaining residents of 
the home were placed in an isolation ward at the 
veterans' hospital Sunday and three have 
developed symptoms of the fatal disease. 
VA hospital director Lloyd Sturm said one 
man was in “serious” condition and the other 
two were “m oderate.” 
The three dead men had been living at a guar­ 
dian care home in Yonkers for at least five years

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says Japanese auto makers are 
a w are 
of

“protectionist fever” against 
foreign car exports into the 
United S t a t e s and are 
realistically considering 
locating assembly plants here. 
Back from a visit to Japan to 
urge location of such facilities 
in California, Brown told a 
news conference Monday that 
the heads of the three biggest 
auto firms realized American 
workers were concerned about 
loss of their jobs. 
Brown told reporters that 
every state except Alaska and 
Hawaii had urged location of 
Japanese production in their 
areas and that he wanted to 
make certain they knew they 
were welcome in California 
which represents 25 per cent of 
the sales of foreign-made cars. 
The governor said he had 
directed Air Resources Board 
chairman Tom Quinn to draw 
up a list of California sites 


which might be suitable for 
Japanese assembly plants. 
Brown said he relayed the 
request of San Francisco Mayor 
George Moscone that they con­ 
sider that city’s Hunter’s Point 
area. 
Brown said he had no idea of 
the possible timing of such in­ 
stallation of assembly plants in 
the United States and suggested 
that it might start with motor­ 
cycles rather than automobiles. 


The way lias been paved for 
Japanese businessmen to locate 
manufacturing facilities in this 
country by Sony establishing a 
factory to build television sets 
in San Diego. He said the presi­ 
dent of Sony had told him the 
company intended to expand its 
San Diego facility by possibly 
one-third. 
In talks with the presidents of 
Datsun, Toyota and Honda, 
Brown said, questions had been 
raised about quality of works- 
manship in the United States as 
well as environmental stand­ 


ards and wage levels. 
Brown conceded that other 
areas of the country, particu­ 
larly the Middle West, had 
some advantages in lower 
wages and the presence of parts 
suppliers. 
The governor said he had not 
promised the Japanese car 
makers any special tax or other 
considerations. He said he had 
urged them to present data ear- 
ly about assembly plant 
requirements so they could be 
advised whether they met en­ 
vironmental standards. 
Japanese-made cars meet air 
pollution requirements and the 
prospect of their locating plants 
in the United States may prod 
Detroit manufacturers into do­ 
ing the same, Brown said.

Smokers lose another one 
There are a couple of adages 
which deal with there being 
nothing worse than either a 
reformed prostitute or a 
reformed drinker. To that list 
we would add reform ed 
smokers. 
We have no idea if the 
follow ing ca se rev o lv es 
around the travails of a 
reformed smoker, but pass it 
along as a sign of things pos­ 
sibly to come all across the na­ 
tion. 
According to a recent report 
we received, a non-smoking 
secretary at the New Jersey 
Bell Telephone Company filed 
a suit in which she contended 
passive inhalation of smoke of 
burning tobacco was injurious 
to her health, and the New 
Jersey Superior Court agreed. 
In fact, the court said the 
secretary was confronted with 
a work environment con­ 
taminated by the presence of a 


non-necessary toxic sub­ 
stance, and ruled employes 
would have to restrict their 
smoking to employe lounges 
and lunchrooms. The court in 
effect found that employes 
have the right to air that is un­ 
contaminated 
by tobacco 
smoke. 
We would ask, then, if the 
employe doesn’t also have the 
right to the same uncon­ 
tam in ated lounging and 
lunching space? And if that is 
so, woe to the employer who 
finds he must now furnish his 
buildings and employes with 
duplicate lunch and lounge 
areas, one for smokers and the 
other for non-smokers. 
The ultimate solution to this 
problem is, of course, to 
refuse hiring of anyone who 
smokes. But then, as with age, 
sex, and race, smokers could 
file a discrimination suit and 
you can take it from there. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Drought worsens 


SAN FRANCISCO — The sun shines 
down out of a cloudless blue sky on this 
beautiful city by the bay. But there is no 
joy in it for San Franciscans who are 
ready with even a day or two of a rain to 
dance in the streets in the hope of easing 
the drought that is the worst on record in 
California 
In the East, preoc­ 
cupied with the rugged 
winter and its con­ 
sequences. there is lit­ 
tle realization of what 
the drought means to 
this m ost populous 
s ta te and to th e 
agricultural West in 
general 
A general 
feeling of resentment 
is directed at Presi­ 
dent C arter for his 
v eto of 19 w a te r 
projects including the 
Auburn Dam on the American River and 
his "go slow” policy on disaster relief. 
Robert J C 
Burnash. chief of the 
River Forecast Center, of the National 
Weather Service, has described the out­ 
look as “ terrifying.” Soil moisture and 
reservoirs are the lowest on record, the 
snowpack the lowest since surveys began 
in 1930. Comparisons with the drought of 
1924 hardly apply since the state then had 
a population of 3.5 million while, with the 
tremendous influx of recent decades, it 
is today 21 5 million. 
With irrigation wells going deeper and 
deeper, the water table in many rich 
agricultural areas is steadily dropping. 
This means greatly increased costs for 
electrical pumping to bring out the water 
and that will be added to the price of 
California's fruits and vegetables ship­ 
ped nationwide 
Ronald B 
Robie. director of the 
state's Dept of Water Resources, m a 
just-published report, says that even if 
1978 were to bring a return to normal 
rain and snow the deficit would be ex­ 
tremely difficult to overcome. Califor­ 
nia. he noted, has had as many as six 
consecutive years of below-normal 
precipitation. 
Mining out the vast underground 
water resources is a salvation for some

areas and some individuals. Here is one 
grower whose shallow well has stopped 
pumping because the water table has 
dropped.

The Pakistanis 
have tried to persuade 
the U nited S ta te s. 
C anada, and m ost 
recently. France, to 
help advance their 
nuclear technology 
B u t th e U n ite d 
States has been fervently trying to halt 
the spread of nuclear weapons to other 
nations. Last August, in order to keep 
Pakistan from joining the select nuclear 
arm s club. Kissinger personally struck a 
deal in Karachi with Ali Bhutto, an old 
ally Kissinger has been grateful to Bhut­ 
to for serving as go-between in reopening 
the door to China in 1972. 
The A-7 fighter planes, promised by 
Kissinger are equipped with advanced 
missiles, bombs, rockets and cannons, 
and are one of the most versatile 
weapons in the American arsenal Kis­ 
singer apparently hoped these planes 
would make the Pakistanis feel more 
secure against India, which is militarily

Pakistan agreed to pay cash for the

The $150-million plant would produce 
plutonium, which could be used to make 
nuclear weapons. 
Ironically, IS 
relations with India 
reached their nadir because of another 
secret arrangement with Pakistan. Dur­ 
ing the 1971 war between India and 
Pakistan over Bangdladesh, Kissinger 
and President Nixon were secretly try­ 
ing to aid Pakistan. 
At a c o n fid en tial W hite H ouse 
meeting, we reported at the time. Kis­ 
singer declared: " I ’m getting hell every 
half-hour from the president... He wants 
to tilt in favor of Pakistan.” 
The revelation of Kissinger’s latest 
secret promise to Pakistan could not 
have come at a worse moment for 
American diplomats. Since Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi was ousted in 
last month's election. U.S. officials have 
been feverishly working to repair our 
traditionally shaky relations with India. 
State Department officials now are 
quietly trying to convince the Pakistanis 
to accept a weapons package that would 
be less repugnant to India. 
Footnote: 
K issinger vehem ently 
denied that he had "promised" the 
planes to Bhutto. He told us he only 
agreed that conventional arm s requests 
from Pakistan "would be viewed in a 
favorable light if they did not go through 
with the reprocessing plant.” Since no 
formal accord was reached, he said, 
there was no need to inform Congress. 


TRUMAN TA P?: 
R ichard Nixon 
wasn't the first president to install 
recording equipment in the oval office. A 
Missouri haberdasher named H arry 
Truman also had a device that today is 
commonly used for bugging. 


Shortly before President Roosevelt 
died, recalls a sales representative for a 
recording equipment manufacturer, he 
demonstrated the device to Truman’s 
top aide. Harry Vaughan. The gadget 
used an induction coil to record phone 
conversations without hooking up direct­ 
ly to the phone box. Trum an and 
Vaughan were told that the only legal 
wav to record calls was to notify the 


other party that the device was being 
used 
The veteran sales representative, who 
has asked to remain anonymous, has 
given us a signed statement. Shortly 
after Truman became president, he said, 
he was summoned to the White House 
and told that Truman was raising cain 
because the machine wouldn’t work. 
Vaughan told him to make it work or 
"get the hell out of here,” the salesman 
said. However, the president had failed 
to connect the induction coil to the 
recording machine 
The businessman told us he doesn't 
know if Truman ever used the recorder, 
legally or otherwise. Vaughan denied 
that any recording devices ever existed 
or were demonstrated to him by any 
sales representative.

D.-N.Y., and his top defense 
aide Bob Sherman sent a copy of their 
scholarly article on arm s limitation 
talks to the White House, they expected 
little more than a polite acknowedge- 
ment.

A number of individuals and groups in­ 
cluding the Santa Barbara County Water 
Agency subcommittee on water conser­ 
vation. have asked me for information on 
the use of "grey water.” I’ve referred 
them to the University of California at 
Davis, but I always forget the name of 
the man who handles the research. It’s 
Bob Ayers, a soil and water specialist for 
the UC Davis agricultural extension 
That's in care of the university in Davis. 
Ca 95616 
For the uninitiated, "grey water" is 
water saved from the kitchen sink and 
the base for use in watering the yard. 
Ayers will send you information and if 
you’re real lucky, he’ll have new 
research com pleted and ready for 
release. 


Flower and 
Garden magazine, 4251 Pennsylvania 
Ave., Kansas City, Mo. 64111, will send 
you a list of companies manufacturing 
drip irrigation components. (A nursery 
in Buellton. for one, has some of the 
components for sale.» 


Various state agencies have recom­ 
mended the system as a means of con­ 
serving water. 


Gardeners who plan to install the 
system probably should tackle it in 
stages, a little at a time in order to as­ 
sess the m erits of the system before 
large expenditures of money. 


The subject came up during a lull in a 
recent city Water Commission meeting 
and there was some criticism. Seems the 
drip method of irrigation keeps the soil 
m o is t a t a low c o s t, b u t th e 
characteristics of the system create a 
build up of salts in the soil To offset the 
build up. a gardener must, according to 
the observers at the water meeting, flush 
the soil at regular intervals with a flood 
of fresh water in order to leach away the 
salts

"Christian broadcasting un­ 
der attack,” the item from an uniden­ 
tified newspaper calls for one million let­ 
ters to be sent to the Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission 
upholding 
religious broadcasting 
Between 20 and 30 million persons 
already have responded to this “threat” 
— which is non-existent! 
It’s true — that many persons have 
either written individual letters or have 
signed petitions asking that the Federal 
Communications Commission not agree 
with an imaginary petition by Madalyn 
Murray O'Hair to ban religious broad­ 
casting. 
Such a petition by Mrs O'Hair does not 
even exist. Nor are there any other peti­ 
tions before the FCC to ban religious 
broadcasting. Here are the facts of the 
case:

men. Jeremy D Lansman and Lorenzo 
W Milam, filed petition RM 2493 with 
the FCC In this lengthy document, they 
asked the FCC to issue rulings that would 
freeze the assignm ent of additional 
educational tv or FM radio licenses to in­ 
dividuals or groups planning to air only 
religious or quasi-religious programs. 
Almost immediately the petition was 
misunderstood, misinterpreted, twisted, 
distorted, misrepresented and used to 
generate an extensive mail campaign 
directed at the FCC The effect of these 
appeals was fantastic. Within a few 
months hundreds of thousands of letters 
poured into the FCC mailroom. Most of 
these were based on misinformation. 
Only a few persons had taken the time or 
the trouble to find the facts and to ad­ 
dress the real question. 
On August 1,1975. the FCC unanimous­ 
ly denied the requests made in the 
California men’s petition. It issued an 11- 
page document stating the reasons the 
requests were denied. This action of the 
FCC was made public on August 13, 1975. 
The information was carried on the 
nation’s wire services and articles ap­ 
peared in newspapers, magazines and 
the religious press 
For a while the volume of mail at the 
FCC declined, but toward the end of 1976. 
a year and a half after the FCC had ef­ 
fectively and permanently killed petition 
RM 2493. the mail began to escalate 
again, so much so that two new employes 
had to be hired in the FCC mailroom to 
do nothing but open and count the letters 
protesting petition RM 2493. 
The total number of pieces of mail on 
this subject processed by the FCC 
mailroom had reached 4 5 million at the 
end of 1976 In the month of November 
alone. 81.000 pieces of m ail w ere 
received in 20 working days This does 
not count the hundreds of thousands let­ 
ters that were received by individual 
commissioners of the FCC nor the mail 
that has been sent to congressmen on the 
subject 
Included in the mail have been peti­ 
tions signed by multiplied thousands of 
persons in churches, schools and civic 
organizations No one really knows how 
many names are on these petitions 
because the FCC does not have the staff 
time to process them. It has been es­ 
timated however, that the petitions con­ 
tain between 20 and 30 million names 
An FCC spokesm an told a staff 


member of the Baptist Joint Committee 
on Public Affairs, on which I have the 
privilege of serving, that as of the end of 
November. 1976, it had cost $568,520 in 
postage to send all this mail Add to this 
all the time, money and energy that peo­ 
ple have spent on this false issue and you 
can begin to see how much has been 
wasted 
It is good to be concerned about real is­ 
sues that threaten our religious and 
other personal liberties, but it also is im­ 
portant that the integrity of our influence 
be maintained. Most church denomina­ 
tions maintain offices similar to the Bap­ 
tist Joint Committee on Public Affairs in 
the nation s capital Or a representative 
in Congress could easily check on such 
information A phone call placed before 8 
a.m. in Lompoc costs only about a half 
dollar to Washington, and it would be 50 
cents well spent to check whether such a 
danger does indeed exist. If it is con­ 
firmed. by all means write 
In summary, here are some facts on 
the myths or misinformation about FCC 
petition RM 2493: 
Mrs. O’Hair does not now have and 
never has had any connection with this 
petition, according to a high official in 
the FCC and confirmed by a personal 
phone call to her late last year by a 
BJCPA representative She has not been 
granted a hearing before the FCC to pre­ 
sent 27,000 signatures in support of the 
petition Several years ago she did pre­ 
sent a petition with that many signatures 
to NASA to try to stop astronauts from 
praying and reading the Bible from outer 
space, but this effort died in the courts in 
1971 
Petition RM 2493 had nothing to do 
with commercial broadcasting, which is 
the main channel for religious programs 
in America. Besides, the FCC must 
abide by the provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion which guarantee freedom of 
* religion A statement that if the petition 
were successful (and it has been dead for 
nearly two years now) all Sunday 
worship services currently being broad­ 
cast either by radio or television would 
cease was and is pure fiction. 
If you want to stop wasting time, to 
help preserve the Christian witness in 
public affairs and to maintain respect as 
a responsible communicator, forget peti­ 
tion RM 2493 and investigate future cam ­ 
paigns of this type to make sure the 
threat is real before pursuing it
